WASHINGTON.-f/r1)—Col. F. C. Har- 


rington, WPA administrator, expressed 
opposition Tuesday to a provision of 
the house-approved relief bill to pre- 
vent political activity by WPA work- 
ers. 


Harrington, testifying at a closed ses- 


sion of the senate appropriations sub- 
committee, was reported to have said 
that political activity by the WPA 
supervisory personnel should be re- 
stricted but the restriction should not 
apply to the relief workers themselves. 


The house provision, he said, would 


apply to all recipients of relief funds, 
and might be interpreted as a violation 
of civil rights.

WASHINGTON. — (/P) — The coming 


visit of the king and queen of England 
to the United States was linked in 
senate debate Monday with a criticisVn 
of Die administration's foreign policy 
and its demand for increased national 
defenses. 


Senator Reynolds (Dem., N. C.) as- 


serted tile royal couple was coming 
here to "curry favor" and induce the 
United States to "save" their country. 
The North Carolinan was joined by 
Senators Frazier (Rep., N. D.) and 
Lundeen (F.-L., Minn.) in protesting 
against the United Stales "trying to 
save the world, 


Reynolds said that Great Britain hud 


sent "its handsome, broad-shouldered, 
fine-voiced" Anthony Eden "to carpet 
a path that will be traversed by the 
king 
and 
queen." Frequently 
de- 


nouncing war, he said the United States 
should "not be called upon to shoulder 
the responsibility of once again sav- 
ing democracy, the 
democracy of 


France und Great Britain." 


He said neither of these nations "will 


admit wo saved their hides, neither will 
admit they owe us any money, because 
they have virtually repudiated their 
debts." 


Frazier charged that huge outlays 


for American armaments were a direct 
violation of the Kellogg-Briand treaty 
denouncing war as an instrument of 
national policy. 


"In my opinion," he said, "it has 


largely been the example set by the 
United States government that has 
caused the wild scramble for increas- 
ed armaments on the part of all the 
great nations of the world." 
' President Roosevelt held a conference 
with a group of military, diplomatic 
and financial advisers and then pledg- 
ed all participants to secrecy. The 
conference dealt with the defense pro- 
gram.

cessive rate of speed is the cause of a 
large per cent of the fatalilies on Ihe 
highways of this state, Senator Hal P. 
Smith of Clarendon introduced in the 
Senate Monday a bill lo fix 60 miles an 
hour as a maximum speed limit for 
vehicles on Arkansas liighways. 


The Stale Highway Commission look 


under consideration several montlis ago 
a proposal lhat it fix a minimum 
speed limit of 55 'miles an hour. It took 
no formal action on the proposal. 


Besides the 60-mile-an-hour maxi 


mum for passenger vehicles, Senator 
Smith's bill, 'S. B. No. 76, would fix 
Ihe following as maximum speeds for 
the motor vehicles indicated: 
1—55 miles an hour for passenger buses 


and half-ton trucks. 


2—45 miles an hour for trucks currying 


five Ions or less with brakes on all 
wheels. 


3—40 miles an hour for trucks carrying 


more than five tons but less than 
seven 
and 
one-half 
tons, with 


brakes on all wheels. 


4—35 livjles an hour for trucks carrying 


tlu-ee tons without brakes on all 
wheels, for all school buses and for 
trucks with brakes on all wheels 
carrying more than seven and one- 


tons.

He had a vast holding company 
which about that time controlled over 
a billion dollars in assets. Giannini 
had gone in for both branch banking 
and holding company banking. 


The Bank of Italy was a branch 


bank — a corporation operating nearly 
300 branches in California. But there 
was another corporation, called Ban- 
citaly Corporation, which owned stock 
in the bank and also stocks in ail sorts 
of other corporations— insurance, land, 
building, security, utility and other 
corporations. 


No law permitted a bank— slate or 


national— to operate branches in more 
than one state. But by the use of the 
holding company Gionnini could op- 
erate branch banks on both coasts. 


So great was the magic of his namie 


that at this time a wild speculation 
flamed up in Giannini bank stocks. 
In February, 1928, Bank of America 
stock sold for J280. In April it sold 
for $1500. Hectic trading occurred in 
Bancitaly Corporation stock in Cali- 
fornia and New York. It went to ?223 
a share. 


Giannini begged people not to bid 


so high — the stock was not worth it, he 
warned. But America was speculation 
crazy, Then the stock broke in price, 
sank 100 points in a single day, and 
thousands were ruined. 


In June, 1928, Giannini was in Italy. 


He had acquired a bank and branches 
there— Banca d'ltalia. News came that 
h,e had a stroke. 11 was reported he 
was dying. 


There was panic among investors 


and speculators. His associates were 
slarraed. It is' said that his right- 


n\an had to go down to Wall 


Street with his hat in his hajwl and beg 
f,oj help. Re got it,, the. story goes,

Army Cliquy Would Strike 


Openly afe'the Amen- 


can'Fleet 


TOKIO, Japan.— (/P)— A newspaper 


considered an organ of the army and 
ultra-nationalistic elements warned th 
United States Monday against fortifica 
tion of Guam and Wake islands if i 
is intended as the 'means toward a 
political foothold in China. If such i 
the case, Kokumin Shimbun asserted 
"the Japanese beople are determinee 
to smash the American fleet" 


The newspaper demanded to know 


"the real intentions of the American 
people in the Western Pacific— no 
those of the president or the State De 
partment." 


If the United States wants only t 


increase trade with China, the editorial 
continued, then Japan will assist bu 
if the United States seeks to interfere 
with Japan's China policy, even re- 
sorting to arms, then Japan must be 
ready to smash the American fleet. 


"This is not the view of the army 


and navy but the determination of the 
Japanese people," Kokumin Shimbun 
said, asserting that since Japan had 
abrogated the nine-power Washington 
treaty pledging respect for territorial 
integrity of China and maintenance of 
the open door for trade she was unable 
to protest fortification of Guam but 
"realized such fortification would 
ace Japan's mandated islands and nat^ 
urally the Japenese are gravely con- 
cerned. 


Guam, ceded by Spain to the United 


States in 1898, is about },500 miles 
south of Tokio and at the southern 
extremity of the Mariana archipelago 
islands which Japan holds under man- 
date. The United States Naval Board 
has proposed fortification of Guam as 
a submarine and aviation base and 
plans have been drawn for improving 
the lagoon at Wake island for surface 
craft of tonnages under those of 
cruisers. 


Wake island, a way point on the 


American transpacific commercial au> 
line, is 2,000 miles southeast of Tokio. 
It was placed under jurisdiction of 
the Navy Department by President 
Roosevelt' in 1935.- The island was 
claimed for the United States in 1841. 


The front page editorial in Kokumin 


Shimbun said the fortification of Guam 
and Wake islands was justifiable "only 
if the American people object to Ja- 
pan's policies in China and intend to 
interfere with them." 


Minister of Marine Yonai said the 


Japanese navy was not greatly con- 
cerned with American plans for large 
scale fleet expansion and expressed 
doubt that "the peace-loving American 
public" would approve the program.

Duroing sickness of the stomach there 
may be an increased amount of salivn 
and mucus 'not only in the mouth and 
throat but all the way clown.

The accumulation of Symplons may 
be followed 
by sudden explosive 


emptying of the stomach but some 
times the symptoms mny pass over 
Without the final step. 


Tills mechanism has been studied 


under the X-ray. It has been found 
that the first step is a closing of the 
valve at the bottom of the. stomach 
through whicft the- food passes from 
the stomach to intestins. 


Next comes a series of waves in the 


wall of Uie stomach, which -do not npss 
downward as is the case ordinarily 
but pass in a reverse manner or up-

As these waves continue, the per- 


son affected begins to breathe deeply 
then there is a powerful contraction of 
the diaphram and the muscles of the 
abdomen so that Uie contents of the 
stomach are forced as by un explosion 
up the esophogue, intto the mouth and 
out. 


Sometimes this takes place so rapidly 


that if the passage fronv the throat 
to the nose Is not closed, some of the 
material is ejected through the nose. 


Vomiting is caused by irritating sub- 


stances in the stomach, sometimes 
by ulcers or other -serious changes 
that have taken place in the wall of 
the stomach, but far more frequently 
by reflek irritation developing else- 
where in the body. 


The chief example of this type of 


vomiting is seasickness. 
In seasick- 


ness the trouble begins in the semi- 
circular canals which arc' connected 
with the intrnal ear. 


Oilier examples of relax causes of 


vomiting are the severe pain as- 
sociated with conditions affecting the 
heart, the pain associated with the 
passing of stones from the gallbladd- 
er from the kidneys or sometimes 
eveh the severe pain associated with a 
violent blow to tlie abdomen.
